Propagation 

Large and active Sunspot Region 7978 appeared to be 
fading away as it rotated to the back side of the sun on July 
13th. At this point in the sunspot cycle, the Region is 
unlikely to survive the two-week period before it rotates 
back to the near side of the sun at the end of July. Thus, 
while the forecast above and the graph below suggest an 
increase in solar flux in early August, don’t count on it. 

We expect the sun to quiet down, back to the near- 
minimum levels of the past several months. The good news 
is that there were only five spotless days in June, 
significantly below the counts of previous months. The bad 
news is that all but two of the sunspots in June were Cycle 
22 spots. This means we are not yet seeing the beginning of 
Cycle 23 but rather the last gasps of Cycle 22. Monthly 
average sunspot numbers have been increasing since 
February, but not with new-cycle spots. 

Meanwhile, DXers can take advantage of the quiet 
geomagnetic conditions to catch some long paths and high- 
latitude paths, on 20 and 40 meters in the early morning 
and early evening. Good hunting!
